While this tightening-up of the 
movement of animals has been ordered 
in Eire the Northern Ireland Ministry 
of Agriculture yesterday decided to 
make a further contraction of the foot- 
and-mouth disease scheduled areas. An 
order was issued in Belfast excluding 
from the scheduled area, as from last 
midnight. certain districts in the 
Counties of Londonderry and Tyrone, 


with the exception of the infected 


farms within the released area. 

Alternative arrangements for the 
Royal Dublin Society’s Bull Sales, 
dividing the sales into three parts to 
be held in three different towns, also 
were announced last night. 


WIDESPREAD EFFECT 

The general ban on horse and dog 
sport will have a widespread effect, but 
it was welcomed by owners of cattle. 
Although the Order covers a wide range 
only two forms of sport are seriously 
affected—horse and dog racing; polo 
and jumping competitions will not be 
starting for some time, while hunting 
is ‘virtually finished for the season. 
Many people will suffer in their 
employment because of the ban, but it 
was generally realised that the serious 
losses which are being sustained by the 
live-stock population of Eire need to 
be met with drastic remedies. It will 
be recalled that these measures were 
called for in the Dail by several 
deputies during the course of. a debate 
a fortnight ago; several public bodies 
also have called for the banning of all 
forms of sport. 


OFFALY CASES 

Offaly showed the highest number of 
new outbreaks of the disease yesterday. 
Three cases were confirmed within a 
short distance of Birr. Two of eleven 
cows belonging to Mr. James Coolahan 
High Park, Birr, have been confirmed 
as suffering from the disease; Mr. 
Coolahan has a large dairy business in 
the town of Birr. At Killeen,’ Birr, 
one animal among three cows, two 
calves, five stores and two pigs owned 
by Mrs. [Letitia Tierney, has been 
found to be infected. The third case 
was confirmed at Riverstown, Birr. 
Several earlier cases had been reported 
in this area. 

Two of the new cases are in Dublin 
districts where cases have been re- 
ported before—one is at Dolphin’s Barn 
and the other at New street. 


‘OTHER CASES 

The other new outbreaks of the dis- 
ease have been confirmed at Lenamore, 
Derrydane, Muff, County Donegal; 
Kill, Naas, County, Kildare; Middle 
Line North, Mountshannon, County 
Clare, and at Amagin, Croagh, Rath- 
keale, County Limerick. Particularly 
stringent measures have been taken in 
the Jast-named area, which is not far 
from a very extensive creamery dis- 
trict—Amagin is about two miles from 
the town of Rathkeale. Acting on the 
advice of the chief veterinary officer 
to the Limerick Corporation (Mr. J. 
J. Dundon), the = Ae nace of the 
Limerick County G. A. A. Board (the 
Rev. E. Punch) has postponed all 
Gaelic fixtures in the City and County 
of Limerick as a precautionary measure. 

Because of the prevalence of the dis- 
ease, the scheme for allotments in the 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, where an out- 
break of the disease was confirmed 
about ten days ago, has been sus- 
pended.

THE Cairo communiqué last 

night reported that British 
forces have gained further posi- 
tions covering Keren, where 
another heavy Italian counter- 
attack has been repulsed. 

The communiqué says that on 
Monday last an enemy detach- 
ment occupied El Agheila (on 
the road from Benghazi to 
Tripoli), from which British 
standing patrols had been with- 


drawn. | 

Little significance is attached by 
London military circles to the an- 
nouncement about El Agheila. Cer- 
tainly there is no cause for apprehen- 
sion. El Agheila is but a small vil 
lage. and before the war had a popu- 
lation of only about a thousand, of 
whom ten were Italians. There is, 
however, a landing ground for air- 
craft and a small wireless station. 

Some German troops were amon 
the: detachment which occupied 
Agheila, British Headquarters at 
Cairo said yesterday, says A'socia 
Press. The bulk of the detachment, 
however, which was mechanised, was 
Italian. The presence of an Axis 
force, even in small numbers, indi- 
cated that there were probably other 
detachments in the vicinity west of 
the post, but this was by no means an 
indication of a general Axis advance, 
the spokesman said. 

The Germans have claimed that the 
place was occupied by a “ Gerv.an 
African corps,” but, so far, the in- 
formation reaching London would 
suggest that this corps is nothing 
more than an armoured vehicle or 
so, which is acting as a sort of ad- 
vance post, says the Press Associa- 
tion. 

The British communiqué says that 
in the Keren fighting many prisoners 
and equipment have been captured. In 
Abyssinia operations continue to de- 
velop successfully in all sections. 


AERIAL RAIDS 
The R. A. F. Middle East com- 


muniqué reports activity in Eritrea 
and Abyssinia, where the bombing of 
the railway between Addis Ababa and 
Diredawa was carried out successfully. 
In the Gondar area an encampment 
was raided by aircraft of a free French 
squadron, Bombs fell amongst build- 
ing and transport. In Libya, during 
the night of March 24-25, Tripoli was 
raided and fires, followed by explo 
sions, were caused. 

The Dodecanese aerodromes at Scar- 
panto and Calato, and shipping at 
Astropalia Island, were bombed and 
machine-gunned on Tuesday. A number 
of German aircraft on the ground at 
Scarpanto were severely damaged.. At 
Astropalia one merchant ship r: eived 
a direct hit, and was 4 uently 
machine-gunned; and other sá 
was caused at, Calato. 


BOMBING AT MALTA

BIG DROP IN 
EXPORT TRADE 


The effects of the war situation, 
combined with the outbreak of foot - 
and-mouth disease, are reflected in the 
external trade returns for February, 
which were published last evening. 

The value of live animals exported 
during February last is given as 
£181,556, as compared with £974,095 
in the same month last year. In 
January the value of exports under 
this head was £597,444. 

Food, drink and tobacco exports in 
February were .valued at £1,157,298, 
which was a substantial advance on 
these exports in February, 1940 
(£842,804). There was a small in- 
crease in goods exported under the 
heading of other raw materials and 
manufactured goods, which were esti- 
mated at £331,257. Parcels post goods, 
as compared with February last year, 
showed a slight decrease. The figures 
were £21,068 and £22,814. 

The total trade—that is, imports and 
exports combined — amounted to 
£4,061,738, the lowest for any month 
in the past year by over a million 
pounds. Imports were £2,370,559 and 
exports £1,691,179. The adverse 
balance on the month’s trade is given 
as £679,380. This is only slightly 
higher than that for the month of 
January.

The British Note sent on the eve of 
Yugoslavia signing the Tripartite 
agreement stated that the Government 
was “shocked to learn of the change 
of policy on the part of Yugoslavia. 

Mr. R. A. Butler, Under-Secretary, 
Foreign. Office, told the Commons 
yesterday that the Note was delivered 
when it appeared imminent that the 
pact vas to be signed. 

“The British Government indicated,” 
he said, “that they had been led 
emphatically to believe that no action 
could or would be taken by that 
Government capable of harming or of 
making serious difficulties for the 
nations upholding the cause which, 
they were assured, the people of Yugo- 
slavia regarded as their own. 

The British Government had, there- 
fore, been shocked to learn that Yugo- 
slavia now suddenly contemplated the 
signature of an agreement by which 
she not only abandoned her neutral 
attitude, but apparently entered the 
very system of Great Britain’s enemies. 

If such an agreement were con- 
cluded, the British Government would 
be bound to point out that, in the 
light of recent history, the Yugoslav 
people were almos., certain to be drawn 
more deeply into the system as time 
went on. The history of the past 
eighteen months has shown how little 
Germany scruples to honour the assur- 
ances which she gives. The Yugoslav 
Government must be well aware that 
in adhering to the Tripartite Pact 
they have opened the way to Ger- 
manpy's familiar methods of infiltration 
and intimidation,which would gradually 
imperil the free existence of Yugo- 
slavia as an independent State. 
Responsibility for the results of 
their present decision iests squarely on 
the shoulders of the ugoslavia 
Government.

WORK OF ORTHOPAEDIC 
HOSPITAL 


We have heard much lately of the 
need for increased bed accommodation 
in Dublin hospitals. We are giving 50 
extra bedg for the crippled child.“ We 
are giving an Orthopaedic Hospital. 
with about 120 beds. . . an open-air 
ward, with 50 beds in it. For about 
£150 per bed, we are giving a new 
hospital with better orthopaedic service 
at approximately one-seventh of the 
cost of similar institutions,“ said Mr. 
W. 8. Haughton, senior surgeon to the 
Orthopedic Hospital for Ireland, at the. 
annual meeting of the hospital in 
Dublin yetserday. 

Chief Justice Sullivan presided. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Mrs. T. 
Clarke) moved the adoption of the re- 
port, and that the hospital was worthy 
of public support. he reviewed the 
history of the hospital, and referred to 
the report, which stated that the daily 
average number of beds occupied dur- 
ing 1940 was 69, and 222 children had 
been treated as in-patients.
